Washington, April 30 OTO — The 
administration fought back today 
against a Republican-led drive to 
cut five per cent off the govern­ 
ment's operating expenses. 
Senator Myers of Pennsylvania, 
acting Democratic leader, told re­ 
porters an attempt will be made 
next week to restore a $11,440,- 
000 slash in funds of the Labor 
and 
Federal 
Security 
Depart­ 
ments.

This cut was ordered by the 
W 
Senate by a 44 to 37 vote last 
Thursday which sent the $2,400.- 
000.000 bill back to the appropria­ 
tions committee. 
The five per cent cut proposed 
by Senator 
Ferguson 
(R-M ich) 
would apply only to department 
operating funds, which make up 
but a small part of the bill carry­ 
ing money for Social Security and 
other payments to states. 
Beaten In Committee 
• 
Ferguson’s latest attempt to ap­ 
ply a five per cent cut— this time 
to the $3,112,000,000 treasury-post- 
office money bill—was beaten in 
1he appropriations committee yes­ 
terday bv a 13 to 4 poll vote.

fire department rf two new units of 
motorized fire fighting equipment.

purchased primarily for use in out of city 
calls, brings lo the fore the urgent need for 
a more realistic fire protection policy for!

One 
of 
the new units is a 500 gallon j 
pum per with 500 gallons 
w ater 
rapacity assigned to the No. 2 station. The 
other is a 500 gallons pum per with 200 gal­ 
lons water storage capac ity assigned to the 
No. I station. 
The units supplement 750 
gallon {lumpers at each of the two local 
stations. 
The average cost to the city of each fire 
call is in excess of SIDO but the city charges 
only $15 minimum with a $15 per hour rate1 
after the first hour for calls made beyond 
the city limits. Further, the charges are as­ 
sessed on a plan that is wholly unsatisfac­ 
tory to the city. Some townships assume 
responsibility for fire calls in their tow n­ 
ships. Others do not. Some townships in­ 
sist that the city bill the property owner 
first and if he refuses to pay, 
then 
the 
township will make paym ent for the serv­ 
ice. It is an awkward system which r e ­ 
quires the city to be 
the 
collector 
of 
charges that normally should be the r e ­ 
sponsibility of the township. 
The city administration is now p repar­ 
ing an entirely new policy, 
including 
a 
sharp increase in fees, for providing fire 
protection for property beyond the city 
limits. The basic charge for calls answered 
to the townships will probably be fixed at 
$70. with the townships required to assume 
full responsibility for payment, rather than 
individual property owners in the tow n­ 
ships. Townships that refuse to accept the 
responsibility presumably will be denied 
fire protection service to their areas. 
Many property owners in the townships 
now purchase insurance coverage which 
guarantees payment by (lie insurance com­ 
pany of bills*submitted by the city for fire 
calls to those locations. The present rate 
for such calls is far too low. however, and 
the system requires the city to enter into 
a m ultitude of private contracts with in ­ 
dividuals for fire protection outside of the 
city limits. 
It is unreasonable that property owners 
in Escanaba should be required to pay a 
substantial portion of the cost of providing 
fire protection to areas beyond the city 
limits, as they are now’.

But they haven’t been able to develop 
anything like the Norway pine forests of 
our visiting experts’ native land.

Recently the W altham 
Watch company received 
$6,000,000 loan from the 
Reconstruction 
Finance 
corporation. At the very same time it re­ 
ceived the loan, W altham hired one of the 
chief RFG officials who helped arrange the 
loan—John Hagerty, 
head of the RFC’s 
Boston office. 
Hagerty knows nothing about the intri­ 
cate problem of w atch-m aking or selling; 
is a political protege of ex-Senator Dave 
Walsh. 
But 
he handled the preliminary 
w ork for the W altham loan, recommending 
it to the RFG in Washington. He was then 
getting a governm ent salary of $10,000. 
But 
the 
minute W altham got the loan, 
Hagerty left the RFC and went to work for 
W altham at a salary of $30,000. 
Query; Did W altham offer the lush sal­ 
ary to Hagerty because he deserved it, or 
as a rew ard for helping swing the RFC 
loan? 
ANOTHER RFC LOAN 
Again, the RFC has given a $3,000,000 
loan to the Plywood Plastics Corp., 
of 
Hampton, S. C. One of the RFC officials 
who helped arrange it was Sterling Foster. 
And now Foster has notified the RFG 
that he intends to go to w ork soon for the 
Plywood Plastics, the same company which 
borrowed $3,000,000. Foster will just about 
double his salary, getting $18,000 the first 
year, and $22,000 for the third year. 
Again query: Was this a rew ard for help 
in arranging the loan? 
The treasury’s internal revenue bureau 
long ago got around this problem by re ­ 
fusing to let any of its retired personnel 
practice before the bureau until two years 
after resigning. But other government de­ 
partm ents are lax, especially the arm y and 
navy. 
One of the worst scandals in Washington 
is the num ber of high-ranking army and 
navy officers now working for private in ­ 
dustry in order to handle procurem ent con­ 
tracts with the arm y and navy.

Negaunee— With the last 
skip 
of ore hoisted Wednesday and the 
men transferred 
to the 
Mather 
“A”, the Negaunee mine has been 
taken out of operation because of 
the lack of ore. 
A small crew of men will re ­ 
main at the mine to operate the 
pumps and load the ore in the 
stockpile. 
The ore body of the mine was 
discovered by diamond 
drilling 
in 1883 and was operated by the 
American Mining Co., a subsidi­ 
ary of the Oliver Iron Mining Co., 
just prior to 1903. 
The first shipm ent of ore was 
made in 1887 and up to Septem ­ 
ber, 1903, shipments 
from 
the 
mine totaled 2,172,478 tons. 
The mine was taken over by 
the Negaunee Mine Co., in 
Sep- 
temoer, 1903, and was 
operated 
by the Cleveland-Cliffs Iron Co. 
a partner w ith Bethlehem 
Steel 
Co., in the Negaunee Mine Co. 
During the time 
the mine has 
be^n operated by CCI, more than 
20,400,000 tons of ore have been 
tarien from the mine. During the 
four year period of 1940, ’41, ’42 
and ’43, the 
Negaunee mine pro­ 
duced an average 
of almost 1,- 
000 OOO tons per year. 
During the mine’s peak produc­ 
tion period, 500 m en 
were 
em­ 
ployed by the company 
to oper­ 
ate the mine.

Extension Wiring In The Home 
Ought To Be Chosen Carefully

it constitutes one of the leading 
fire hazards that 
confront 
the 
homo owner. 
When a house requires rewiring 
or additional wiring, by all means 
call in an expert electrician. He 
will see to it that one of several 
safe types of 
surface 
extension 
wiring now on the market is in­ 
stalled. These are not 
hard 
to 
install nor expensive. 
Before installing any extension 
wiring, the electric 
outlet 
from 
which 
the 
wiring is to extend 
should be carefully inspected in 
order to make sure that all con­ 
nections are tight and that the 
outlet and the house-wiring cir­ 
cuit to which it is connected are 
of sufficient capacity to carry the 
extra load. 
If all is in order, then the se­ 
lection of the wire is made. Sev­ 
eral types are available in which 
wires are completely encased in 


a flat rubber or composition strip 
of good insulating quality which 
may be regidly attached

wall. 
These strip wiring systems all 
have special fittings for outlets: 
splices, crosses, and other connec­ 
tions. In order to be absolutely 
certain of their safety it is ad­ 
visable to buy only such material 
that has the approval of the Un­ 
derwriters Laboratories. 
In no case provide more than 
two outlets from any one exten­ 
sion from a built-in outlet.

Expect 15,000 Trees To Be 
Planted On Dock Property; 
Some City Planting Planned 


If am ple seedling trees can be 
procured, about 
15,000 red and 
jack pine will be planted on the 
ore dock property by th e 
city 
forestry departm ent, R obert C lay­ 
ton, city forester said today. 
Tile d ep artm en t has alread y ob­ 
tained 7,000 seedlings from 
the 
state dep artm en t of conservation. 
The rest they 
hope 
to 
obtain 
through th e U. S. Forest Service. 
T h e trees will be 
p lanted 
in 
m id-M av, using th e tree planter 
of the Chicago and N orthw estern 
railw ay. 
About four 
m en 
will 
w ork on th e tree project, and will 
plant u p w ard s of 8,000 trees daily 
W ithin the city, p ro p erty o w n ­ 
ers h av e p u t in requests to the de­ 
p a rtm e n t for 12 trees. 
City crews 
are n ow planting th e n o rw ay pine, 
red oak and red m aples for them. 
T hey a re also replacing about 15 
trees dam aged last y ear by cam ­ 
bium borers. 


C am bium borers are a type of 
insect w hich infect the inner bark 
of th e tree, eventually girding the 
tree and cutting off th e circula­ 
tion from th e roots to the tru n k 
and from th e leaves to the trunk. 
Cell re-production is also affected 
by th e borers, and eventually the 
tree dies. 
P ro p e rty ow ners pay $8 a piece 
for the trees, to cover the cost of 
j getting th e seedling 
from 
the 
j nursery. 
If they die, th e city re- 
| places th em at no cost. 
L abor 
and care are furnished by the city. 
City crew s are also planting 84 
L ake C ity elms in the 
Geminis 
property addition. 
T he L ake City 
elm is a budded variation of the 
com m on elm.

grow7 u p w ard s, instead of h a n g ­ 
ing down.

C ahokia’s landm arks th a t stand 
out m ost are definitely of the 20th 
cen tu ry — an enorm ous 
pow er 
plant th a t pulverizes an d burns 
lo w -g rad e Illinois coal an d a col­ 
lege for technical 
train in g 
in 
aeronautics. These la n d m ark s are 
accessories to the fact th a t C aho­ 
kia lies at the so u th ern outskirts 
of highly industrialized East St. 
Louis, ra th e r than to th e fact that 
it is th e oldest tow n in Illinois. 
Court House Comes Hom e 
C ahokia was founded in 1699 as 
an Indian 
mission 
station 
by 
F ren ch priests from Quebec. 
It 
becam e the first p erm a n en t w hite 
settlem ent in the M ississippi V al­ 
ley. W hile no m atch for W illiam s­ 
burg}! in venerable buildings and 
restorations, it has 
its 
historic 
la n d m ark s as well as its m odern 
ones. 
Cahokia in its 
early 
decades 
shipped cargoes of flour, lum ber, 
and pelts dow n the riv er to New 
Orleans, a settlem ent 19 years its 
junior. 
It 
retained 
its 
French 
ch aracter long after passing from 
F rench to British h ands in 1765 
w ith th e rest of the N orthw est 
T erritory, and from 
B ritish 
to 
A m erican hands in 1778. 
Pontiac, 
Indian 
chief 
w ho 
fought tw o British expeditions in 
the T errito ry prior to 1765, w as 
shot dow n in Cahokia in 1769 by 
an Indian agent of the Enelish.

Romans Started It 
N orway’s first Iron Age lasted 
from the Roman era well into me* 
deieval times. Its cultural devel­ 
opments started with the expan­ 
sion of Roman influence in north­ 
ern Europe, and the importation 
of raw iron and fabricated iron 
objects. 
Later, following the discovery 
that native bogs were rich in iron 
deposits, the early Norwegians be­ 
gan making their own iron pro­ 
ducts. From iron smelted in prim ­ 
itive blast furnaces, they created
